CHAPTER LVI.

That section forty-one, of chapter fitty-
seven of the general statutes, is hereby amended by adding

estate, resides out of this state, he may take and subscribe
such oath before any notary public or clerk of a court of
record of the state where he resides, and the same with
the seal of the officer before whom the same was taken
attached, shall have the same force and effect as if taken
before any officar within this state authorized tv adminis-
ter oaths.
Sec. 2. That in ail sales of real estate heretofore made
in this state by any executor, administrator or guardian , .=
residing in any other state, where the oath required by etate, fled n
law previous to sale has been taken and subscribed by Heiiredvans.
such executor, administrator or guardian before any notary
public or clerk ot a court of record of the state where such
executor, administrator or guardian resides, such oath
with the seal of the officer before whom the same was
taken attached, and having been filed with the judge of
probate, is hereby declared to be in compliance with the
laws of this state, and is hereby legalized and made valid
.and of the same force and effect in all respects as if taken
and subscribed before any officer within this state author-
ized to administer oaths.
